P. Vomer, who provided the 
figure, and Howard Donovan have 
aet up a tem porary SBA office In 
the Chamber of Commerce build­ 
ing to handle requests for emer­ 
gency loans. 
Vomer said he toured Strouds­ 
burg last Saturday and indications 
then were that some 300 dwellings 
and 100 business establishments 
were damaged by the floods. 
**A more specific figure can be 
furnished,” Yomer said, “after the 
debris has been cleared aw ay.”

The financial expert said he has 
not 
investigated 
losses In 
Fast 
Stroudsburg as yet, 
Yomer said his office received 
about 40 inquiries yesterday, and 
many persons took out applica­ 
tions for loans. The m ajo rity of 
Inquiries came from small; business­ 
men whose stores wete damaged 
by the floods. 
In explaining the purpose of his 
agency, Yomer « Id the SBA w ill 
provide loans to rehabilitate or 
rebuild homes and business places. 
Properties w ill be restored to as 
good condition as they were 'before 
the disaster. 
However, he explained that SBA 
w ill not perm it a home-owner to 
put up a $15.000 dwelling if his 
pre-fl«<*d 
home 
wa* 
valued 
at 
910.000.

“But home-Gwners don't have to 
rebuild in the same place,” he 
stressed. “They may build else­ 
where if it would be more advan­ 
tageous, or safer." 
Yomer emphasised the Federal 
agency Is not In competition w ith 
the 'banka. I-nans are made only in 
those instances where the home* 
owner or businessman cannot ob­ 
tain credit through other channels. 
Two types of loans are offered: 
H i Ten->ear loan* for the rehabili­ 
tation of damaged property and 
<2* ?0^year loans for replacement 
of buildings which were complete­ 
ly demolished. 
In either case Yomer said, the 
Interest rate Is three per cent.

He «aid SBA w ill make loans on 
the most sympathetic basis pos­ 
sible. But applicants must realize 
they are loans not grants. 
In some rases where an individ­ 
ual cannot obtain sufficient colla­ 
teral, Yomer explained SBA may 
work w ith the R id Cross for re­ 
habilitation or reconstruid ion. 
in such cases, SBA may try to 
determine If the Red Cross can 
make a grant so that it can w rite 
up “a reasonable loan,” Yomer ex­ 
plained. 
Yomer said efforts w ilt be made 
to spread out payments as thin a* 
poamble so that the spending power 
of the home-owner or businessman 
won't be diminished too drastical­ 
ly.
